The success of “ Lucréce” was enough 
to turn any man’s head. M. Ponsard judiciously 
slipped from Paris and returned to his home in the 
suburbs of Vienne (Dauphiné), and set to work on 
a new piece. He labored assiduously for two or 
three years on a play laid in the Middle Ages, as if 
he wished to teach M. Hugo and his school the 
manner of treating those rugged, picturesque times. 
“ Agnés de Meranie” did not command the success 
which her elder sister had attained, although the 
character of Philip Augustus was confessedly por- 
trayed in a masterly manner. The success was 
that tepid success which proved to be the highest 
success M. Ponsard could command when un- 
aided by extraneous circumstances. It was that 
success which patient, painstaking labor, accom- 











stained (not their only blemish) the first days of 
the second Empire, was followed by a violent re- 
action. Outrageous frauds had irritated public 
opinion, and inexcusable ruin had devastated many 
hearths. M. Ponsard wrote “L’Honneur et Ar 
gent.” It gave utterance to public opinion. It 
echoed the sentiments everywhere expressed. “ La- 
créce” was not more successful. The piece lacked in- 
terest, but then its speeches seemed to unpack every 
heart, and people forgot it had no plot in hearing 
their own thoughts so vigorously expressed. It ran 
250 or 300 nights, and repaired the cracks his other 


| plays had made in the author’s reputation. He 


became the author of “ Lucréce” and of “ L’Honneur 
et l’Argent.” His other efforts were forgotten. The 
following year he wrote“ Le Bourse,” which reminded 
people the author of “ Lucréce” was likewise the au- 
thor of “Ulysse.” Then he wrote the only piece 
which, of all his plays, was unequivocally “d—d.” 
It was a sort of comedy and fairy piece, called “Ce Qui 
Plait Aux Dames,”’ but it proved to be that which 
pleases neither women nor men. The miscarriage of 
this play, which he had looked upon as sure of great 
success, seems to have dispirited him for some 
years; at all events he was silent until last year 
when he gave us “ Le Lion Amoureux.” ‘The actors 
reckoned upon one of those lukewarm successes 


| which seemed his fate. But one of those reactions 
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which proved so beneficial to M. Ponsard had insen- 
sibly setin. When the piece was played it appeared 
the public, fatigued with extravaganzas and naked 
women, were only toc glad to hear a drama filled 
with lofty sentiments, and the drama ran above 100 
nights. ‘ Galilée” was brought us this year, and ran 
Janguidly some 40 or 50 nights, and pity had great 
share in the favor with which it was received. It 
was known the author was a doomed man. His 
illness was caused by one of those relentless dis- 
eases Which baffle science—cancer. His pains had 
long been intolerable ; so far back as the night “ Le 
Lion Amoureux” was played for the first time, they 
were so severe as to incapacitate him from open- 
ing the dispatches sent him by M. Emile Augier, 
announcing act by act the public greeting of the 
play. Frangois, or Francis Ponsard (the orthogra- 
phy of French proper names has always been sin- 
gularly unsettled; the newspapers give him Fran- 
cis; M. Jules Janin, his most intimate friend, in 
whose house he died, calls him Francois) was born 
at Vienne, Isére County, in February, 1816. For- 
tune treated him with clemency. He was born in 
the easy circumstances which environ successful 
professional life. His father was an attorney in 
good practice, to which he wished his son to suc- 
ceed. The lad was accordingly sent to the Paris 
Law School. He wooed the Muses by translating 
Lord Byron’s Manfred, but met such a reception—he 
could find no publisher to bring out his translation, 
and, publishing it himself, found purchasers as 
scarce as publishers—that he applied himself as- 
siduously to the paternal profession, graduated, re- 
turned home, and drove the quill with perseverance 
until an engraving in his father’s dining-room, re- 
presenting Lucretia’s suicide, fired his imagination 
with the desire of dramatizing her story. Who can 
escape his fate? He lived for years a most regular 
life, kept in the country the greater part of the 
time ; in Paris visited none but respectable people, 
sedulously keeping himself aloof from literary gyp- 
sies (more numerous here than in any other city), 
and led a quiet, respectable life. In this way he 
gained numerous and influential auxiliaries, who 
broke his fall and magnified his rise, and by their 
interest gave him all the honors a literary man may 
hope for. In this way he attained the high rank I 
have mentioned, despite his failure and despite the 
adventitious circumstances to which he was in- 
debted for his greatest successes. He covered with 
the impenetrable cloak of decorum the vice to 
which he became addicted in the meridian of his 
life, and it was not until his burial the world heard 
he had, until three years ago, been passionately 
fond of gambling, and had melted a considerable 
portion of his estate in the fierce heat of his passion. 
It was in order to wean him from this habit his 
friends married him to a most worthy woman, who 
did everything that lay in her power to make him 
happy. 

M. Lambert Thiboust was indebted for his suc- 
cess to no adventitious circumstances. Society was 
as icy to him as it is to all persons who amuse it. 
His birth likewise was against him. He was born 
in the very lowest ranks of society, where poverty 
presses so hard bread is not to be had every day. 
When first heard of he was a tenth-rate actor at the 
Odeon, earning 20 cents a day with a vacation of 
four months annually. In March, 1848 (he then 
being two-and-twenty), he succeeded in persuading 
the managers to bring out a one-act play by him. It 
was followed by others at the Odeon and at the 
Delassements Comiques in the same year, in 1849 
and in 1850, with no noisy success ; they were mere 
will-o’-the-wisps on the dramatic horizon (such as 
are so common here) ; but in 1851 he brought out 
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“La Corde Sensible” at the Vaudeville. It was so 
frankly, cordially merry, it attracted attention to 
the author, and from that date he began to rise con- 
stantly more conspicuous in the dramatic world. 
In 1852, “ Un Monsieur qui ne Veut pas s’en Aller ;” 
in 1853, “ Les Filles de Marbre”’ (the Marble Hearts 
of your stage) ; in 1855, “Je dine chez ma Mére” 
(likewise translated under the title of “ My Mother’s 
Birthday” if I remember aright) ; in 1860, “ La Petite 
Pologne” and “‘ Le Passé de Nichette ;’”’ in 1861, “‘ La 
Mariée du Mardi Gras ;’’ in 1862, “ Un Mari dans du 
Coton” were exceedingly popular, and enriched him. 
The attraction of his pieces was the brimming gayety, 
the joyousness, the merriment, which seem lost hu- 
mors of mankind. The world is getting serious and 
sensual, He wroterapidly. Although only a little 
over 40 years of age, he leaves 106 plays. 

“ Le Passé de Nichette,” which ran 300 nights, was 
written in two days. He was a man of much more 
delicate tastes than was commonly supposed. He 
read a great deal, and was extremely ambitious to 
rise into the higher line of comedy ; for he felt, bril- 
liant as they were, that his light pieces were most 
evanescent. ‘ Moliére!’’? said he one day to a 
friend, “ Moliére was a man of genius. Who knows! 
May be there are men of genius among us, but 
want strangles them, and when they dream of 
making Alceste and Philinte talk, a manager 
appears with a ‘premium’ in his hand, and pro- 
poses to them to marry Ernestine with Molinchard. 
They do marry Ernestine and Molinchard because 
they are pressed for money. Time flies away, and 
they forget both Alceste and Philinte, for they are 
weary and must rest. They might have written ‘ Le 
Misanthrope,’ and they die after etching—what ’— 
miserable farces ?”” He wished very much to write 
a comedy in which he should demonstrate mathe- 
matically how greatly it is to every young man’s 
interest tomarry. “I should prove he made money, 
gained health, time, and comfort, by marriage. I 
should defend family life and combat adultery by 
A plus B. It is the best way of solving the pro- 
blem.’’ Although it was his habit to spend the 
evening at some theatre, to sup at some restaurant, 
walk up and down the boulevard with friends until 
two, three, or four o’clock at night, and never quit 
his bed till noon, his health was singularly robust. 
He loved life. A few nights since, as he quitted the 
Vaudeville Theatre, he found the rain falling and 
no hack to be had. He nevertheless walked home. 
This imprudent exposure brought on a pleurisy. 
In two days he was dead. 

I regret that I have been obliged to make this 
letter so much like a funeral ticket, but life has its 
inexorable bereavements, which must be recorded. 
Let me turn at least from that gloomy calendar to 
tell you the latest births of our press.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 


A. Macmtttay, Ese., of the firm of Macmillan & 
Co., London, is now paying a brief visit to this 
country. The impression made by him upon those 
who have had the pleasure of meeting him, has 
been of the most favorable character, and as the 
guest, in this city, of Mr. J. B. Lippincott, he has 
had a favorable opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with many of our publishers and authors, and with 
our citizens generally. All of us have recognized 
in him a fine specimen of a most agreeable, intelli- 
gent, and high-toned gentleman. Though we new 
for the first time enjoy the gratification of wel- 
coming him personally among us, he has neverthe- 
less become well known throughout the United 
States by the fame of his “works.” The list of 
Macmillan & Co.’s books comprises many of the 
best volumes, both as respects contents and manu- 
facture, that have issued from the English press, and 
some of them—such as “The Golden Treasury 
Series”—have attained very great general popu- 
larity. A “Sunday Library for Household Read- 
ing” has just been announced by them as in pre- 
paration, which will doubtless be no less successful 
than the series just named. It wi.l contain nume- 
rous volumes upon history in its relations to 
Christianity, and biographies of Christian heroes in 
art, science, divinity, and social action. It is to 
be hoped that the visits of such worthy gentlemen 
as Mr. Macmillan will tend to awaken and main- 
tain friendlv and courteous relations between the 
members of the trade on the opposite sides of the 
Atlantic. 

Tue Fall Sale Trade was decidedly successful- 
Messrs. Leavitt, Strebeigh & Co. report a total of 
about 900,000 volumes sold, to a total amount of 
$300,000. The prices ranged not very far from the 
average of the last preceding two sales, books of in- 
trinsic merit being perhaps a trifle better distin- 
guished from poor ones. Buyers were also present 
from several southern localities not represented at 
any sale since before the war. The branch of the 
business in which most activity is reported is that 
of school-books, which are more like necessaries of 
life than are novels or even histories, and for which 
the freedmen’s schools have opened a considerable 
new market. 


Mr. Henry Kernor has become connected with 
the house of C. Scribner & Co. Mr. Kernot is ex- 
tensively known to the trade, having been in the 
business in New York for twenty-six years. He is 
possessed of a very wide and a very generously im- 
parted knowledge of good books. He is now cata- 
loguing Scribner & Co.’s great stock of fine books— 
a magazine of English literature and learning thus 
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appear about the middle of October; and a Christ. 
mas catalogue about Dec. Ist. 

Hannay’s “English Literature,” announced 
Scribner & Co., is to be annotated, it is said, by Mp, 
C. Welford, whose knowledge of books has been 
reckoned “greater than that of any other man jg 
America.”’ 

ProressoR CLEVELAND’s New Work.—We are 
glad to see that a new and thoroughly revised edj. 
tion of the “English Literature of the Nineteenth 
Century” will shortly appear. This seemed to be 
demanded by the progress of literary history and 
by the number of the authors who have come into 
prominence since the first edition of this very 
ular work appeared, in 1852. Of the increased 
value of the new edition we cannot give our readers 
a better idea than by making a short extract from 
the preface. “There is one new feature of the 
present edition which, I am confident, all will ac 
knowledge to be an improvement—the ‘ Supple. 
mentary Lists’ of secondary authors, alphabetically 
arranged and appended to each decade, with short 
notices of their works. I class them as ‘secondary’ 
only, of course, in a comparative sense ; for, though 
they are writers of greater or less acknowledged 
excellence, in their several departments, they have 
not yet generally won such established repute as 
to justify my representing them in selections. Of 
course, not one-tenth part of the possible illustrious 
roll is given ; but those names have been assigned 
a place which in the judgment of the author pos- 
sessed some element of interest that would make 
them generally sought for. Of these ‘supplemen- 
tary’ writers there are, in the first decade, twenty- 
one; in the second, nineteen; in the third, twenty- 
five: in the fourth, thirty; in the fifth, forty-one; 
in the sixth, thirty-nine; and in the seventh, one 
hundred and ninety: in all, three hundred and 
sixty-five, with here and there a gem from one of 
them; while there are twenty-nine new author 
with more extended biographical sketches and 
selections,”

Tue following extract of a letter from Mrs. Muhl- 
bach to her publishers in this country, will be read 
with great interest by the numerous admirers of her 
historical novels: “ Never, in my whole life, have 
I had so great and so agreeable a surprise as you 
have given me, and I cannot find words to tell you 
how deeply I am moved and gratified by your ele- 
vated and noble sentiments. I am very well aware 
that there are no laws to prevent the reprinting the 
works of German authors in America, or to secure 
to the author any remuneration whatever on trans- 
lations which may be issued. Years ago, when the 
reprint of German works, as well as translations of 
them commenced in your country, I endeavored to 
influence the publishers of these works to pay some 
kind of copyright, but they always replied that I 
had no right to ask any such thing. A* last they 
sent me a journal, edited by a German, in which 
two of my novels were at the same time printed in 
the German language. I then wrote to my country- 
man, inquiring what profit I must expect to receive 
from this reprint of my novels. In reply, he said : 


‘You have the honor of being a favorite author, 
and there is no form in which they do not read your 


books.’ I acknowledged this to be indeed a great 
honor, and returned with thanks the very liberal 
kindness. Since that time, I have never attempted 
to make any protest against a reprint or translation 
of my works. 

“ Now, it rejoices and moves me deeply, that you, 
gentlemen, unasked, pressed by no one, actuated 
solely by your honorable feelings, send me of your 
own free will a very flattering recompense in the 
sum of one thousand thalers. Such acts are an evi- 
dence of high character and feeling, and will tend 
to heal a heart embittered very much by the decep- 
tions of the world. Therefore I thank you for your 
present of one thousand thalers. I thank you for 
the moral satisfaction and the joyful feelings in- 
spired by your gift. Such an unexpected addition 
of a thousand thalers is, for a German author, a 
very welcome thing, particularly as I have a pretty 
large family. My literary labors have always been 
well remunerated, but it is for a widow (which I 
am sorry to say I have been for six years) a diffi- 
cult thing to care for all, to be father, and mother, 
and relative, and satisfy, at the same time, all the 
demands of society upon one in my position in the 
world. But I have always been cheerful and full 
of hope, for I have confided in God, and have hoped 
that my dear late husband, with whom I lived 
twenty years happily—the dear father of my daugh- 
ters—prayed and watched over us in Heaven. As, 
therefore, your letter containing the bill of exchange 
arrived, my eyes, filled with tears, were raised to 
Heaven, and wept. Excuse me, gentlemen, if I 
speak to you as friends of many years’ standing of 
the authoress. Louisa Munupaca.” 


Roya, Avrnorsnir.—The singular volume, en- 


titled “ The Early Days of his Royal Highness the | 
Prince Consort,” compiled out of Queen Victoria’s | 
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memoranda and private diary, Prince Albert’s let- 
ters (translated from the German by the Priucess 
Helena), and various other private sources of in- 
formation, has gone into a fourth edition in England. 
The reprint, by Harper & Brothers, sells largely in 
this country. It is generally accepted as the work 
of Queen Victoria, though General Grey, who had 
been Prince Albert’s private secretary from 1849 to 
December, 1861, has his name on the title-page as 
compiler. He declares that his own occupations (as 
joint keeper of Queen Victoria’s privy purse) pre- 
vent his further labors in this peculiar literary field. 
Several other volumes, bringing the private history 
of Prince Albert’s wedded life down to its close, in 
December, 1861, will be “ compiled, under the direc- 
tion of her Majesty the Queen,” by Mr. Theodore 
Martin, a Scotch liti¢érateur, now resident in London. 
It is reported that this gentleman will edit, with a 
view to early publication, a “ History of Balmoral 
Castle,” by Prince Albert. Balmoral (pronounced 
with the accent on the second and not the final syl- 
lable) is the country residence in the Scottish High- 
lands which Prince Albert erected on an estate in 
Aberdeenshire which he had purchased from the 
trustees of the late Earl of Fife. It is said, too, 
that a volume entitled “ Leaves from Our Journal,” 
written and illustrated by Victoria and Albert, will 
soon be published. It is known that the royal 
authors had attained considerable skill in etching 
upon copper and steel, having learned how to do so 
from a distinguished engraver. A London pub- 
lisher, over twenty years ago, pirated a volume of 
etchings which they had prepared for distribution 
among private friends, and Queen Victoria had to 
figure in one of her own law-courts as plaintiff in 
the case. The decision being in her favor, the pirate 
publisher was restrained by an injunction, and com- 
pelled to surrender, for destruction, every unsold 
copy of the work in question. Very few had been 
sold, and a single copy is now a great curiosity. 
The pirate’s name was “Steil,’’ but Victoria’s coun- 
sel suggested that, from his peculiar practice, it 
should in future be set down as Steal. That the 
royal artists had right on their side (the right of 
property) was wholly undeniable. 


Dictioy aRY-Makixc.—lIn the editio princeps of Dr. 
Samuel Johnson’s “ Dictionary of the English Lan- 
guage,” published in April, 1755, some of the defini- 
tions were strongly marked with the author’s own 
opinions, and even prejudices. Thus, hating the 
Scotch with a hatred equal to that of woman, he set 
down Oats as “a grain which in England is gene- 
rally given to horsés, but in Scotland supports the 
people,” described Lxcise as “a hateful tax levied 
upon commodities, and adjudged not by the com- 
mon judges of property, but by wretches hired by 
those to whom excise is paid,” and put Lezicogra- 
pher as “a writer of dictionaries, a harmless drudge.” 
Since his time, the dictionary-maker has obtained 
higher consideration, and occupies more elevated 
rank. The ne epiter of the “ Quarterly Review,” 
in London, whosé"salary is not less than $7500 a 
year, and whose position is higher than that of 
most members of Parliament, is Dr. William Smith, 
author of valuable classica) and seripteral diction- 
aries of the highest value; and Napoleon III. has 
just conferred the Cross of the Legion of Honor upon 
Mr. Spier, an English teacher in one of the leading 
schools of Paris, and author of an excellent and 
popular English and French dictionary. 


Hepworta Dixoy.—It is stated, in a London 
paper, that this gentleman, editor of the “ Athe- 
nzum,” has declined the honor of knighthood. A 
more real and profitable honor is it that his “ New 
America” has gone into the seventh edition. 
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TRAVELLERS’ HanpBooks, — Mr. Murray, of Lon-| 
don, has lately issued several handbooks of travel 
in Scotland, Ireland, the Lakes, North and South 
Wales, Yorkshire, Northumberland, Durham, Dev- | 
on, Cornwall, and the Cathedrals of Hereford, Glou- | 
cester, and Worcester. The early editions of 
Richard Ford’s ‘‘Handbook for Travellers in 
Spain,’ in two volumes, post 8vo., originally pub- 
lished at thirty shillings, are out of print, are 
not likely ever to be reproduced, and can now be 
purchased only at an almost fabulous price. The 
author knew Spain thoroughly, and spoke so freely | 
of the character and conduct of its present in- 
habitants, and the misgovernment which retards 
their political, moral, social, religious, and intel- 
lectual progress, that the public authorities pro- 
hibited its entrance into a circulation in Spain. 


MonTHLy PERIopIcALismM.—It is sometimes allow- 
able, as at present, to coin aword. ‘ The Galaxy,” 
owned and edited by Messrs. Church, is very pros- 
perous. The time-honored “ Knickerbocker,” after 
numerous changes, is wholly defunct. Besides 
“The Broadway,” and “ Tinsley’s Magazine,” com- 
menced in London last month, there is “The 
People’s Magazine,”’ to be published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge, and, in October, 
will appear “The New Metropolitan,” to be con- 
ducted by Edmund Yates. “The Handspike,” 
another new periodical venture, is issued as “ An 
Occasional Magazine, Contributed by Members and 
Friends of the First Middlesex Artillery Volun- 
teers.”’ It is cleverly illustrated, contains much 
fun and some solid reading, and is praised by the 
“ Atheneum,” which is usually not lavish of its 
eulogy. 

InpustRiaAL Exursitions.—Next month will be | 
published, in London, the initial number of “The | 
History of Industrial Exhibitions, from their Origin | 
to the Universal Exhibition, 1867,” by W. Blanch- | 
ard Jerrold. The work, to be published in half-

lin, 1864; and Paris, 1867.

$5000 to Mr. Dickens for a short story (“‘ Hunted 
Down,”’ we believe), which was written for and ex- 
clusively published in the “ New York Ledger.”

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Messrs. Waittincuam & Wixx1ns, of London, are 
about to publish a collection of seventy-nine old

THE new printing club, the Spenser Society, is 
nearly complete, lacking, at the last accounts, only 
ten of its limited number of two hundred members. 

Some information concerning the Shakspeares of 
Rowington is published in “ Notes and Queries,” on 
the authority of certain documents recently dis- 
covered among the records of the Court of Star 
Chamber. Rowington is a village in Warwickshire, 
about nine or ten miles due north from Stratford; 
and there can be no doubt that the Shakspeares of 
the former place were related to those of the latter, 
though whether nearly or distantly is a moot ques- 
tion. The documents unfold an interesting story 
of family feuds; but they throw no actual light on 
the ancestry or position of Shakspeare. They 
bear date 1618 (two years after the death of the 
poet), and the principal person concerned is a 
William Shakspeare. Mr. George Knight, of the 
British Record- Office, is the discoverer of the 
papers, the substance of which is communicated to 
the public by Mr. John Bruce. 


Ix the manuscript room of the British Museum, 
in London, there are some iron-bound boxes con- 
taining manuscripts, which, by a legal proviso 
made by the donor, are to be opened January 1, 


1900. The story of this gift is a little singular. 
They contain the manuscripts of Francis Douce, 
who died in 1834. He was the author of the illus- 
trations of Shakspeare, which, by every student of 
the great dramatist, is regarded as a text-book of 
high authority. When it first appearéd, the critics 
assailed him with great fierceness, and being natu- 
rally of an irritable nature, he determined never to 
publish again. The legacy left to him by Nol- 
lekens, the sculptor, rendered him independent of 
the emoluments which he might have derived from 
his pen, and, excepting an occasional article in 
some magazine, he published nothing after the re- 
view appeared which embittered his whole life. 
Some of our enterprising Boston publishers will no 
doubt be on the gui vive when the grand opening of 
the iron boxes takes place. 

TE publications of the Camden Society, which 
still holds its own among the private printing clubs 
of the day, are becoming very scarce in England, 
the issues of the last two years being already out 
of print. 
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Tue Religions Tract Society of London have ap- 
pointed Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Philadel- 
phia, its sole agent for the United States for the 
sale of its publications ; and this house will be kept 
constantly supplied with the juvenile and other 
works of the Society. 

Mr. Dickens was lately present at a launch of war 
vessels at Chatham, one of which, the steamer 
“ Blanche,” was “christened” by one of his daugh- 
ters. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the London “Star” quietly 
observes: “ We have had such looseness of quota- 
tion amongst literary men lately—Wordsworth for 
Keats in the ‘Times,’ Kemble for Moore in the 
‘ Atheneum,’ &c. —that the Lord Mayor is to be 
excused for quoting as the words of Edward Everett 
the finest sentence ever uttered by that great orator 
Daniel Webster.’’ The passage was from Webster’s 
speech of May 7, 1834, defending the right of revo- 
lution. 

Art a recent book sale in London the immense 
price of $2050 was paid for “ Shakspeare’s Come- 
dies, Histories, and Tragedies, published according 
to the true originall copies: the first folio edition, 
with fine portrait by Droeshout on title-page, with 
Ben Jonson’s verses ‘To the Reader’ in large type, 
on a separated leaf opposite. Printed by Isaac Jag- 
gard and Ed. Blount, 1623.” The purchaser was 
Mr. J. O. Halliwell. | . 

Tue Enoussa Feviteton.—For a long time the 
feuilleton has been a prominent feature in the daily 
journals of Paris. In this manner many of the best 
prose fictions of George Sand, Alexander Dumas, 
Eugene Sue, and others have appeared. It was 
tried, in London, a few years ago, in the last days 
of the “Morning Chronicle,’ but failed—perhaps 
because, instead of a new story, there was given 
the reprint of an old one, well known to the public. 
Sheridan Knowles published two novels in the 
“ Sunday Times,” and Captain Marryat’s tale, “ The 
Poacher,” originally appeared in “The Era,” also 
a London sporting weekly journal. More than one 
original novel has latterly appeared in English 
provincial journals, and Mr. Edmund Yates is en- 
gaged in writing a novel for a paper about to be 
started in Liverpool, entitled “The Reader,’’ the 
name of a well-known and lately dead London 
weekly, which was originally started by Mr. G. H. 
Lewes and Mr. Edward Whitty, author of “ Friends 
in Bohemia.” Mr. Tom Hood’s novel, “A Golden 
Heart,” was first published in this way in a Bir- 
mingham paper of large circulation; and the late 
Sheridan Knowles wrote a novel which saw the light 
in the same unsatisfactory fashion in a London 
journal. The “ Yorkshire Post’’ has a serial run- 
ning through its columns by a well-known writer ; 
and other English journals will doubtless follow 
suit, in order to keep and amuse their subscribers. 


Sir Pamir Sipney.—A reprint of Mr. Friswell’s 
edition of Sir Philip Sidney’s “Arcadia” is an- 
nounced in New York. By himself it was desig- 
nated “The Countess of Pembroke’s Arcadia,’’ out 
of compliment to his sister. 

A Noste Revirwer.—The anti-reform article, in 
the ‘Quarterly Review” (London) for July, strongly 
denouncing the policy of Lord Derby and Mr. 
Disraeli, is attributed to Viscount Cranbourne, 
eldest son of the Marquis of Salisbury, and lately 
a colleague of the noble Premier and the acute 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Tennyson.—A long-promised volume of songs by 
Alfred Tennyson, set to music by Arthur S. Sallivan, 
a young Irish composor who has had great success 
in London, is to appear before Christmas. 
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ProsE py A Port.—Mr. Robert Buchanan has a 
prose volume in the press containing a biography 
of David Gray, his poetical countryman, who “ died 
too soon,” with papers on English and American 
poets and poetry. Another new volume, to appear 
immediately, will open with “Meg Blane,” the 
story of an eastern coast of Scotland fisherwoman, 
and will also contain three other Scottish poems of 
some length, viz: “The Northern Wooing,” a love 
story; a tale of the Highland evictions ; and “The 
Battle of Drumlie Moor.’’ 

A Case or Literary TuErt.—The famous edition 


of old black-letter ballads, which formerly belonged | 
to the late George Daniel, and which was recently | 


reprinted by Mr. Frederick Huth as his contribu- 
tion to the Philobiblion Society, is supposed to 
have been stolen from the Library of the Tolle- 
maches, of Helmingham Hall, in Suffolk, by a lite- 
rary chemist, who married the then housekeeper of 
that establishment, and- by whom it was sold, 
through an agent of his, to Mr. Daniel, for the tri- 
fling sum of thirty pounds. It brought at the sale 
of his effects twelve hundred and fifty pounds, or 
thereabouts. Mr. Daniel himself was always silent 
as to the library whence his treasure came, and, if 
the above suppositidn be true, he had good reason 
to be so. 

Tue Librarian of the University of Cambridge has 
brought to the notice of Mr. F. D. Farnwall, of the 
Early English Text Society, a new and complete 
version of Chaucer’s well-known “Envoy: Fle fro 
the pres,” containing one stanza more than any 
other copy. It was found on the fly leaf at the end 
of Chaucer’s translation of Bethius—the copy being 
the earliest manuscript known. The hand-writing 
of the ballad is later than that of the treatise itself. 


Messrs. Situ, Etper & Co. are about to publish, 
in monthly volumes, a complete and uniform edi- 
tion of the works of William Makepeace Thack- 
eray—a piece of literary news which will delight 
his admirers the world over. They solicit the pos- 
sessors of any of Mr. Thackeray’s unpublished 
manuscripts to forward them, or copies of them, to 
their address, that they may be included, if found 
suitable, in the projected standard edition of his 
works. 

Tue first part of the second volume of Bishop 
Percy’s “ Folio Manuscript” has just been published, 
together with the second part, which is not fitted 
for general circulation, since it consists of Loose 
and Humorous Songs. There are thirty ballads in 
it, besides two romances, “The Grene Knight” and 
“Sir Friamore,” the former being an altered and 
shortened version of the old romance of the same 
name. 

Messrs. Moxon & Co. have just issued Tennyson’s 
“Vivien” and “ Guinevere,” with eighteen photo- 
graphic illustrations from designs by Gustave Doré. 
The two idyls may be had for the price of six gui- 
neas together, or three guineas separately. The 
same publishers also issue the “ Elaine” of the last 
holiday season, with photographic illustrations 
after Doré’s drawings, in place of the original steel 
engravings. 

SrraTmann is about to re-edit the old poem of 
“The Owl and Nightingale,” the two existing edi- 
tions of which stand in need of correction. He is 
at present on a visit to England in order to examine 
unprinted manuscripts, that he may complete the 
Addenda to his “ Early English Dictionary 1200 to 
1500 A. D.,” a learned and valuable contribution 
to philology. 


A yew comic journal has appeared in London, 


bearing the name of “Banter.” 
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TuE popularity of “‘ The Ingoldsby Legends” 
be inferred from the fact that eighty-three thousand 
copies have already been published. There are 
four different editions in the London market, the 
prices of which range from one guinea to five shil- 
lings. 

Mr. ArcuiBALD Biiurne, M. D., has in the presg 
“The Science of Gems, Jewels, Coins, and Medals, 
Ancient and Modern.” A companion volume to 
this work is nearly ready, “The Natural History, 
Ancient and Modern, of Precious Stones,” by C. W, 
King, M. A. 

Mr. AntHony TROLLOPE’s new periodical, “Saint 
Paul’s,” will appear on the Ist of October. Its 
main features are two serial novels, “ Phineas Finn, 
the Irish Member,” by Mr. Trollope, and “All for 
Greed,” by the Baroness de Bury. 

Mr. Dickens has the honor, if it be one, of hay- 
ing a novel dedicated to him. It is called “Sir 
Tristram’s Will,” and is the production of Alice 
King, author of “ Eveline,” of which, and of whom 
we have never heard before. 

Mr. W. S. Datuas, F. L. S., is about to bring out 
a new and revised edition of Mrs. Loudon’s “‘ Enter- 
taining Naturalist,” with upwards of five hundred 
illustrations by Bewick, Harvey, Wimper, and other 
artists of repute. 

Mr. Georce Catuin, the artist and Indian tray- 
eller, will shortly publish an account of his “Ad- 
ventures in the Rocky Mountains and the Andes.” 

Tue Rev. W. Smits, Ph. D., is about to publish 
“The Book of Moses; or, The Pentatench in its 
Authorship, Credibility, and Civilization.” 

Mr. Begcuer’s novel of “ Norwood ” is announced 
for publication in London on the 10th of October. 


Tue Spenser Society has already closed its list of 
members, which consists of only two hundred. 


G. A. Sata.—This well-known writer, one of the 
editors of the “London Daily Telegraph,” and its 
special American correspondent during two years of 
the rebellion, is published in the “ London Gazette” 
| in the list of bankrupts, being set down as “ news- 
| paper correspondent,” residing in Sloane Street, 
| London. 

Mr. Rosert Bucsanan is editing a “ Life of John 
| James Audubon,” the materials of which are said 
| to have been supplied by the widow of the natu- 
| ralist. It will contain Audubon’s adventures in 
| the wilderness of America, and his correspondence, 
| or a selection from it, with his European friends 
'and acquaintances, many of whom were men of 
mark in the world of letters and science. It will 
probably be published during the present season. 


Danie. De For.—It has been proposed to erect & 
monument over the remains of De Foe, author of 
“Robinson Crusoe,” in Bunhill Fields Burial Ground, 
London. 

Tue Eyciisa NewspaPer Press.—It is to be feared 
that editors on English provincial papers are not 
very well paid.
